“Accidental Family” is the story of a 
group of unemployed actors who decide 
to take up housekeeping in a serious 
way when they find a house available for 
the summer in the East Fifties of New 
York. No sooner have they settled down 
into an approximation of family life 
when their domestic peace is shattered 
by the unexpected appearance of the son 
of the house, with ensuing complications 
that should transform the stage of the 
Playhouse into a state approaching bed- 
lam for the week. 


In addition to her motion picture ap- 
pearances Miss Hayden has contributed 
a notable performance to the New York 
stage opposite Lee Tracy in “Bright 
Star.” Evelyn Varden will be remember- 
ed as the mother in “Russet Mantle,” 
while Walter Greaza has appeared re- 
cently in ‘‘Wednesday’s Child,’ “Judg- 
ment Day,’ and ‘All Editions.”

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DENNIS: STEPPING STONE TOWARD 
STARDOM 


A glance backward at the Cape Play- 
house programs of other seasons should 
prove stimulating to the young players 
in this season’s productions who have 
yet to make their name in the theatre. 
They will find many actors listed in the 
playbills whose Dennis appearance pre- 
ceded their New York success—actors 
whose names today adorn the marquees 
of motion picture palaces and Broadway 
playhouses. Scarcely a season has pass- 
ed that has not seen the Playhouse de- 
but of some actor destined for future 
stardom. 


The season of 1928, for instance, was 
distinguished by the appearance of a 
gangling young man named Henry Fon- 
da whose’ performance the playgoers 
found to be as’ ingratiating as his off- 
stage personality. That year saw like- 
wise the first Cape Cod performance of 
Robert Montgomery, who was needless 
to say not then commanding four-figure 
salaries, and of Lloyd Nolan, future star 
of “One Sunday Afternoon” as old Capu- 
let in “Romeo and Juliet.” 

But perhaps the most portentous de- 
but of the season was that of a bionde 
young lady who spent most of the sum- 
mer serving as usher at the Playhouse 
until she skipped across the footlights 
to play in “Mr. Pim Passes By.” That 
young lady—and what summer play- 
house wouldn’t like to recruit her among 
its ranks today?—was Bette Davis. 


She returned the following season on 
the first of July and remained until La- 
bor Day, playing Another Waitress in 
“The Great Adventure,” the title role in 
“The Patsy,” the daughter in “Grumpy,” 
Anne in “The Dover Road,” Dolly Clan-

den in “You Never Can Tell,’ and an 
actor’s nightmare—of all things—in 
“Cape Cod Follies.” Incidentally, it is 
interesting to note that Martha Scott, 
who plays the role enacted in the mo- 
tion picture version of ‘“‘The Petrified 
Forest” by Miss Davis, has not yet ap- 
peared on Broadway. 


In 1932 Ilka Chase paid the Cape a 
fleeting visit in ‘“‘The Bride the Sun 
Shines On” without suggesting that she 
would one day be the most vicious of all 
the harpies in “The Women.” Broadway 
audiences discovered Flora Campbell 
this season when she played a wealthy 
young radical in “Excursion,” but Den- 
nis audiences were applauding her in 
1933. The same season saw the Cape de- 
but of Philip Huston, who returns from 
motion picture stardom in “The Big 
Game” to play the role of Duke Mantee 
this week in “The Petrified Forest.” 


The cast of last year’s “Spring Dance” 
at the Cape Playhouse included Richard 
Kendrick, who was destined later in 
the same season to score as the young 
radical in “Stage Door” by Edna Ferber 
and George §S. Kaufman. And Muriel 
Campbell, the Mabel of last year’s 
“Three Men on a Horse” at the Play- 
house is currently the Miriam of “Hav- 
ing Wonderful Time,’ Arthur Kober’s 
new comedy at the Lyceum Theatre in 
New York. 


CONCERNING “HAMLET” 


Eva Le Gallienne will be the first ac- 
tress in America to play Hamlet since 
Sarah Bernhardt enacted the role when 
she appears in the famous tragedy for 
the week beginning Monday evening, 
August 23, at the Cape Playhouse. In her 
production the Prince of Denmark will 
be a boy of eighteen or nineteen, the age 
at which Shakespeare originally envis- 
ioned him, rather than the older Ham- 
let to which the modern stage is accus- 
tomed. 

The box office of the Playhouse re- 
ports an unusually high degree of inter- 
est in “Hamlet.” The engagement will 
be for one week only at Dennis.
